Condition Upon Receipt: 


The binding was in a half leather binding of 
brown pin head Morrocco with brown sand grain 
cloth s1ides. 


The leaves throughout the book had been lami- 
nated using tissue and starch paste. They 
vere all single leaves though originally single 
folios, The volume was incomplete and in fact 
a few leaves have only a fragment remaining. 


Conservation Treatment : 


The 8single leaves were removed from the binding 
and treated with an enzyme 8olution to remove 
the laminations. 


The entire text block was leaf cast and made 
into its original format of single folios. 
Three folios were joined by a guard of Japanese 
paper to make one 8ection. The sections were 
gewn on a concertina guard with double raised 
cords. 


The binding is full alum-tawed pigskin. A box 
for the binding was constructed with a port- 
folio included to house all relevant informa- 
tion to this volume.
